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Response to Arguments 

Continuation of #5: The rejections of claims 1-2 and 5-10 over Vadhar in view of Jones and 
claims 1-2 and 5-10 over Ramirez in view of Jones et al. have been withdrawn due to the 
arguments presented by the applicant. However, the rejection with regard to claims 1-3 and 5 - 
10 over Settle, III et al. in view of Jones et al. is being maintained. 



In response to Apphcant's argument that Settle, III et al. teaches liquids being placed in 
the container, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2d 1647 
(1987). Containers are used to hold any item as desired. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use the container of Settle, III et al. to hold any product, including a 
dry food product. 

In response to Applicant's argument that there is not motivation to combine these two 
references, a container is used to hold a variety of different materials. Jones et al teaches a pet 
food as a desiccant, where the definition of a desiccant is a drying agent. A drying agent absorbs 
a variety of hquids, including water. By placing the pet food as the material in the container of 
Settle, III et al., moisture would be drawn away from the ethylene vinyl alcohol film on the 
interior of the container.
